Export Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 27th August, 1975 

No. 34-ETC(PN)/75.—Following the issue of new development-oriented design coins of 
the denomination of Rs. 50/- and Rs, 10/- in uncirculated quality and Paisc 10 (production 
com) to mark the year 1975, as International Women’s year designated by the United 
Nations, it has been decided that export of these coins would be regulated as follows:— 

(1) That proof coins (or proof-set) of 1975 will not he permitted to be exported 

for commercial purposes by anyone other than India Government Mint, 
Bombay. 

(2) That the Rs, 50/- and Rs. 10/- coins and 10 Paise coins with development- 

oriented desijtn in uncirculated quality will be allowed to be exported sub¬ 
ject to a minimum price of Rs. 60/-. Rs. 15/- and 25 Paise respectively, 
per coin FOB, 

(3) That no licence will be necessary for gifts (i.e. non-commercial purposes) upto 

a total of 2 coins each of the said Rs, 50/-, Rs, 10/- and 10 Paise. 

(4) That passengers going abroad may take with them for purposes of presentation 

2 pieces each of the said Rs. 50/- and Rs. 10/- coins.
